Payne, then in command, ut once set 
having the wounded horses shot for 
diswantling the wagons of boxes, 
bundles ot bedding, corn und 
flour sacks, which were quickly 
piled up for fortifications, Picks and shovels 
were used vigorously for digging intrench- 
ments. In the meantime a galling fire was 
concentrated upon the command from all sur- 
rounding biuffs which commanded the pon 
tion. Not an Indian could be 
seen, but the incessant cracks 
of their Sharps and Winchester rifles 
dealt fearful destruction among the horses and 
men. The groans of the dying and the agon- 
izing cries of the wonvded told what fearfn! 
havoe was being made among the determin 
and desperate command, every man bound to 
bell his lite as dearly as possible.

aud occasionally at night sending us to our pits 
in a Scramble. This is the fitth dayof our 
sie xe, but we uro determined to 
hola if it takes a month fer succor 
toreach us. We are cenfident that General 
Meritt, whose name is upon the lips ot every 
one, is on the road to rescue us.

The col 
ored cavalry compuny joined Payne 
last Friday night, but had a severe 
fightin doing so, losing all their horses but 
two. Merritthad conversation with the In- 
dans under White Flag, and told them they 
could surrender if they would give up their 
arms and ponies. ‘They wished to know 
if the troops wire going to 
the agency andit sothey would fight to the 
bitter end. The mail carrier knows nothing 
about the condition of the officers and men.

The national bank 
interest. with its two thousand and odd banks, 
destined. if the system continue, to be tri- 
pled or quadrupted in uumber in no long peri- 
od of time, looks with complacency on the 
legislation of Congress that has destroyed the 
banking institutions of the State and given to 
the national system a monopoly of the issue 
and profits of bank paper money. The high 
tariff protectionists aud the seekers of subsi- 
dies alike desire a Government of almost un- 
limited power to gratify their wishes and fos- 
ter their schemes. In a word, almost or quite 
every form of concentrated wealth, except 
real estate, desires by eonstruction or other- 
wise to add new powers to the already tre- 
mendous powers possessed by the National 
Government.

A SAD CASE. 


A Voverty-Stricken Old Man . 
well Letter to His Friends, and D 
Mimeeif in the Kiver. 


The wRuains ot the unknown floater found in 
the river near the toot of Almond street yester- 
day afternoon by Samuel Artis, a bargeman, 
were identified at the Morgue this morn- 
ing as those of Julius Petzsch, an 
old man almost seventy years. The case 
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- clothing has become necessary 
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is one of suicide superinduced by poverty. and 
is one of the saddest that has transpired tor 
many a day. Deceased was a gentieman of 


rare attainments, highiv educated, and a mu- 
sical composer and teacher. He was a native 
of Germany, and heir ier portion 
of an estate in that country, 
which is in litigation, and from which he could 
derive no benefit. Recently old age told on 
him heavily, and, becoming penniless, he was 
driven to desperation. Too proud to beg or 
make his wants knownto his many friends 
and too honest to steal even a crust, he penned 
a letter to one of his triends, posted it, 
TOTTERED DOWN TO THE RIVE, 
near the foot of Market street, and, unobserv- 
ed, plunged into the water and feand rest in 
Tue current at that point is swift and 
and the body of the vld man was borne 
and, almost before lite 
extinct, was discovered by the 
bargeman and towed ashore. Tue 
latter first observed a bat floating on the water 
ncconipanied by a cane, and then Came a boly 
face downwards, Noone knew the decease, 
and the “iripping remains were conveyed to 
tle Mor. ue and to the identification-room. Tuis 
morning Mr. George Bamberger called 
at the Morgue, identified the 
body, and minde the following 
statement, and produced the letter appen led 
below, which sets clean the cause of the old 
man's rush act 
ö un, BAMBERGER'S STATEMENT. 

„„I entity the deceased being Julius 
Petz-cb. He wasapiano teacher of lute, bat, 
in former veurs, a. vook-keeper and clerk. 
tie was a wan. of fine attuinments, 
und nearly seventy years old. He had no fam 
iv nor relatives in this country aad was un. 
married, having lived single throughout nis 
life. The feebleness of old age and sore feet 
prevented bim trom carning a livelihood, and 
be was very proud, too proud to bey. 
llis friends kept him in clothes 
and food tor some tim, but he was averse to 
vine in that way. I saw him last about 4 
o clock on last Monday afternoon. He was at 
my saloon on Fourth street, between Market 
und Chestnut streets, No. 15, and he obtained 
astamp from me to post a letter. About halt 
7 o'clock that night my little 
daughter observed him sitting on tue steps of 
the Court-house. Heusually took his meats 
with me, and 1 frequently told him to let me 
know where he Jodged, as I would give bitn 
lodging it be had no other place to go. Ike
